From Robert Haldane, Esq., to the Rev, Dr. Morri- 
son, Editor of the Evangelical Magazine, respect- 
ing the Commentary of Professor Stuart, on the 
Epistle to the Romans. 


Sir,—In your Magazine of this month, you re- 
esent me as adopting, in my Exposition of the 
pistle to the Romans, ‘a style of censure which 
can never be applicable ‘to such a man as Moses 
Stuart.’ This language is calculated to mislead 
our readera, and induce them to suppose that I 
lave made a personal attack on Mr. Stuart, while 
you are well aware that my censures are exclu- 
sively levelled against his heretical doctrine, and 


abe perverted statements by which he labours to 


support it. And in what style should perversions 
of the truth of God be censured? Are they to be 
treated as mere matters of opinion on which we 
may ionocently and safely differ? Or ought they. 
to be openly met in a tone of solemn, strong, and 
decided disapprobation? If an apostle was with- 


_ gtood to the face when he was to be blamed, are 
- ¢he writings of Moses Stuart, which subvert the 
‘Gospel, to be 


ssed without rebuke ? 

The style [ have adopted, in my remarks on 
Mr. Stuart’s Commentary on the Romans, is the 
atyle which I believe the Lord enjoins, and which 
his servants throughout the Scriptures exemplify, 
in opposition to the manner of those who prophe- 
ied smooth things, who called evil good, who 

ut darkness for light, and bitter for sweet, of 
which you have furnished so melancholy an ex- 
ample. Others who have read my work, con- 
sider the style as suitable to the occasion, and 
that a smoother style, in so flagrant a case, in 
which, by good words and fair speeches, the 
hearts of many have been deceived, would have 
discovered rather the love of the praise of men 


_ than of the praise of God. Your animadversion 


on this style, considering that the most vital doc- 


- teines'of the Gospel are concerned, bears the ap- 


pearance of being intended for the double purpose 
of discrediting, on the one hand, the only work in 
which Mr, Stuart’s heresies have been brought to 
light; and on the.other, of withdrawing the pub- 
lic attention from the fearfal responsibility which 
attaches to your own conduct. 7 
In the examples of opposing error, left on re- 
for our imitation, we pereeive nothing of 
that frigid.spirit of indifference which smilee on 
the corsuptere of the word of Ged, and shuns to 


ropername? You add, ‘ We say unhesitating- 
y, that English pastors will unspeakably degrade. 
themselves and violate principles which ought to 
be dearer to them than existence itself, if they 


‘will allow themselves to be placed in such an 


ominous position.’ And is not‘this the very posi- 
tion in which you have placed yourself respecting 
Christian doctrine? ‘It will not do,’ you ob- 
serve, ‘to talk to us of prudence when a great 
question in Christian morals is jn jeopardy.’ And 
will it do, when not one, but many great questions 
in Christian doctrine are in jeopardy? Jt appears 
then, that you can ‘rebuke sharply,’ when you 
deem the occasion to be suitable; but that, in de- 
fiance of Scriptural example, you are offended 
with those who do so, when ‘sound doctrine’ is 
concerned. | 

Mr. Stuart asks, * Can‘I publish to the world 
what I do not seriously regard as true?’ If Mr. 
Stuart seriously regards what he has written to 
be true, the apostle Paul as seriously thought 
that he ooght todo many things contrary to the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. But when this au- 
thor overthrowa-the doctrine of Seriptare, a5sér 
in plain language that obedience /eads to, and ends 
in justification,—when he explodes the imputation 
of sin and righteousness, and advances statements 
that impugn the justice of the Divine administra- 


he has denounced doctrines which have ‘ always 
been regarded as part of the common faith of 
Protestant Christendom,’—when by glaring mis- 
translations, and perverted reasonings, he removes 
the foundation of a sinner’s hope before God, all 
of which I have fully established in my Exposi- 
tion,—when I observe this, I consider it to be 
my duty, however Mr. Stuart may regard such 
statements to be true, to show that they are ut- 
terly false, derogatory in the highest degree to 
the character of God, and, if received, irretrieva- 
bly ruinous to the souls of men. Sir, it is not in 
your power to rebut even one of these heavy 
charges. 

You ventured, you say, when a former edition 
of Mr. Stuart’s Commentary on the Epistle to the 
Romans made its appearance, to ‘commend it 
very earnestly to the attention of Theological 
students.’ Yes; and let me remind you of some 
of those ‘great swelling words,’ by which you 
introduced him to the public.—*‘ His love of truth, 
his fearlessness of all consequences in the asser- 
tion of it, his freedom from all dogmatism and 
vanity, his patience in putting forth the amount 
of labour necessary towards reaching a difficult 
conclusion, his perfect simplicity of heart, are 
qualities which none can overlook in perusing his 
admirable writings.’ Assuredly you, Sir, cannot 
say with Paul, ‘neither at any time used we 
flattering words.’ His love of truth. Did you 
not shudder when you wrote this? His freedom 
from all vanity—hie perfect simplicity of heart. If 
this be so, no marvel, if conscious of those quali- 
ties which you so unreservedly ascribe to him, 
Mr. Stuart cannot for a moment conceive that the 
personal experience of the apostle Paul is descri- 
bed in the seventh chapter of the Epistle to the 
Romans; nor is it in the least surprising that he 
should explain the sixth chapter ‘ dead to sin,’ to 
mean * to renounce sin; to become as it were in- 
sensible to its exciting power or influence (as a 
dead person is incapable of sensibility.”) And 
as it is impossible to overlook the ‘ characteristic 
features of Mr. Stuart’s mind’ in his admirable 
writings, it is not to be wondered at that you ven- 
tured to commend them ‘very earnestly ; although 
now, indeed, you say you see ‘much in them, In 
the form of implication and inference, caleulated 
to unsettle all the ancient landmarks on the sub- 
ject of the innate depravity of human nature.’ 
You also say, * After all that Mr. Stuart has ad- 
vanced in the present edition to support his 
theory,’ you ‘are not a whit more reconciled to 
its truth.” But why? Because, according to 
you, it is now ‘stripped of all disguise.’ When 
you ventured so earnestly to recommend his ad- 
mirable writings, were you not aware of the evil 
they contained, although possibly not so fully as 
now when you have got them stripped of all dis- 
guise? Sir, I maintain,,that such a paragraph 
as I have quoted above from your review, it will 
not be easy to match. Moreover, as it has sel- 
dom been exemplified, that any one acting as you 
have done in this matter, has, without the small- 
est confession of his guilt, voluntarily come for- 
ward as the-accuser of another, who probably 
helped him to’see through the “disguise” under 
which a fundamental doctrine of Christianity is 
undermined and overthrown. Can you be igno- 
rant that a very ample acknowledgment to the 
Christian public is due by you, of your sin in 
contributing to disseminate the poison contained 
in Mr. Stuart’s writings? 
The Apostle Paul warned Christians against 
men who from among themselves arose speaking 
perverse things to draw away disciples after them, 
and instead of complimenting false teachers in 
his day, as you do Mr. Stuart, denounced an 
angel from heaven on the supposition of his 
preaching another Gospel.

Was it not your duty, then, to lift 
up your voice like a trumpet, to ery aloud and 
spare not; to do all in your power to testify re- 
pentance for your most unmerited panegyrics ‘on 
this opposer of the truth, and on his ‘admirable 
writings,’ which, when stripped of all disguise, 
exhibit his frightful heresies and artful contra- 
dictions of the truth of God? Is that truth to be 
trifled with, and suffered to be trampled on in this 
manner? For the part, Sir, you have acted, you 
ought to humble yourself in the dust. If my style 
be not applicable to Mr. Stuart, is yours appli- 
cable? _ You had better have looked to your own 
style before you came forward to censure mine. 
You should have remembered the beam in your 
own eye. 
Sir, it is uncandid and unfair to attempt, as you 
have done by an indirect, unsubstantiated, and 
undefined charge, to impress the Christian pub- 
lic with the opinion that in condemning the errors 
of Mr. Stuart, I have employed a style of censure 
that is not applicable to him. My style of cen- 
sure would be applicable to all the angels of 
heaven were they to teach the heresies of Moses 
Stuart. And with all your complimentary phra- 
seology what do you virtually say of him? . Do: 
you not charge his doctrine, when stripped of all 
disguise, as heretical ; and virtually deny. him a 
sound understanding when you admit that he 
teaches fundamental errors, through a mass of 
misdirected learning ? | 
You reverence Mr. Stuart's learning, criticism, 
and mental power; but is it possible that sound 
criticism can lead to false theology? If venture 
to predict, that after Mr. Carson’s work shall be 
completed, the first part of which is just publish- 
ed, entitled, * Examination of the Principles of 
Biblical Interpretation of Ernesti, Ammon, Stuart, 
and other Philologists,’ the claims of Moses 
Stuart will in those respects be much lowered. 
Nothing more clearly shows the necessity of such 
a work than the fact, that by the aid of false cri- 
ticism, many modern interpreters have contrived 
to corrupt the Gospel, and darken the word of 
God witha plausibility that deceives the generality 
of readers, and with a show of learning that over- 
awes them. It is thus that Mr. Stuart’s work on 
the Epistle to the Romans has commanded the 
admiration of those who would be thought learn- 
ed, or averted the opposition of others who may 
have suspected its orthodoxy. 


It is certainly no evidence of Mr. Stuart’s un- 
common candour, when, in a passage quoted by 
you, he endeavours to impress his readers with a 
conviction that his opponents will be sectarians 
and party-men. What he says on this subject 
you characterise as ‘admirable remarks;’ you 
ought rather to have designated them as abomi- 
nable artifice and dishonest dealing. Sectarian- 
ism is utterly out of the question. It is the doc- 
trines of the Gospel, the most fundamental doc- 


trines of the Gospel which are concerned, and 


not the distinctions of sects and parties. And 
now it turns out that you yourself are one of the 
party-men or sectarians referred to by Mr. Stuart, 
though you are both of the same sect. Sectarian 
distinctions have nothing to do with this contro- 
versy. Mr. Stuart’s works overturn the Gospel, 
and you know it. 

_ Mr. Stuart lays it down as an axiom that the 
imputation of sin and righteousness is impossible. 
Where is the Christian who, after this, will have 
the boldness to defend Mr. Stuart’s work, or to 
affirm that to him the strongest style of censure 
is not applicable? Where is the Christian who 
will attempt even to palliate such heresies? Can 
any man be called a Christian who will not ac- 
knowledge that he was shapen in iniquity and 


conceived in sin; or who will hold up his face to 
affirm that +a the dey when 7 
sserte | earth shall flee away from the resence of Him 


that sitteth on the throne, he shall be able to stand, 
except by the imputation of the righteousness of 
Christ? All refuges of lies, such as those which 
Mr. Stuart has substituted in its place will then 
be swept away. It is worthy of particular re- 
mark, that in order to explode the doctrine of jus- 
tification by the imputation of that righteousness, 
and to support his destructive errors, Mr. Stuart 
has selected the very portion of Scripture in which 
it is most expressly taught, and has perverted its 
meaning in a manner the most artful. 


There has of late been much discussion in this 
country respecting the state of religion in Ame- 
rica. Some maintain that it isin a flourishing 
condition, while others affirm that a great declen- 
sion in sound doctrine has taken place. Nothing 
on the subject has been produced that more 
strongly confirms this last opinion than the as- 
tounding fact that one of the largest denomina- 
tions of professed Christians there, continues to 
recognise Mr. Stuart as a Jeading instructor of 
their future pastors. Their lukewarm state, and 
little regard for the purity of the truth as it is in 
Jesus, is thus manifest to all. How different 
must their character be from the character of those 
churches whom the Lord commended because 
they could not bear them which are evil, and 
hated the doctrines which he hates! This fact, 
connected with the little general disapprobation 
and abhorrence of Mr. Stuart’s system which has 
been exhibited in that country, speaks volumes, 
and both invincibly prove that a Laodicean spirit 
of indifference to sound doctrine very extensively 
prevails. 

On the whole, Sir, observing the style of high 
approbation with which Mr, Stuart’s Commen- 
tary on the Epistle to the Romans has been 
ushered into this country, in the guilt of which 
you s0 largely participate ; and when no warning 
voice was heard to admonish Christians of their 
danger, I considered it to be my duty openly and 
loudly to denounce his heresies, and to prove his 
system to be in direct opposition to the Scriptures. 
I held it to be proper, at the same time, to point 
out the heretical character of Dr. Macknight’s 
Commentary, which unaccountably stands s0 high 
in the estimation of many. Several years ago, 
after publishing strictures on that work, I receiv- 
ed a letter from Mr. Burder, the late excellent 
Secretary of the London Missionary Society, re- 
questing me to send him some copies of my re- 
marks, saying how seasonable they were, and 
stating that his reason for wishing to distribute 
them was, that none of the missionaries went out 
from the Society without being furnished with 
that commentary. This he deeply regretted ; and 
assuredly a worse book,—one more calculated to 
mislead and pervert them,—could not have been 
put into their hands. Mr. Burder found no fault 
with the style of my censures, although precisely 
of the same character with that which you con- 
demn. It is the style which I believe to be sanc- 
tioned by the Scriptures, while I am convinced 
that, if, in reference to Mr. Stuart’s work, I had 
employed a different style, it would have been 
contiary to what duty demanded. It is the same 
style that I adopted on the Continent in opposition 
to the enemies of the cross of Christ in that quar- 
ter, which was highly approved of by the Chris- 
tians there, and which, 1 would humbly and 
thankfully remember, the Lord was graciously 
pleased to accompany with so many and such 
signal token of his approbation. And the good 
effects of this same style are apparent in the very 
different manner in which Mr. Stuart’s works are 
now regarded by many. This encourages me to 
hope, that to whatever censures I may be exposed 
on the part of man, the testimony which I have 
borne against them has been accompanied with 
the blessing of my Divine Master.

From the New York Observer. 
MINISTERS’ SALARIES —NO. II. 


Messrs. Editors,—Y our ready admission of my 
article on thig subject into the Observer last 
week, and your own selection from the reminis- 
cences of “the Olden time,” on thé same point, 
have encouraged me to trouble you with a few 
more emarks. I prefer this mode of calling the 
+he.eb es to the importance of fur- 
nishing their ministers witti aw ade support: 
because, in addition to the seeming indelicacy of 
presenting it through the pulpit, in these fas- 
tidious times, the press affords an opportunity of 
appealing far beyond the limits of a single con- 
gregation, and puts into the hands of the people, 
for perusal and consideration, what, in the hurry 
of an oral address, might be misapprehended and 
forgotten. I believe, indeed, that all that is ne- 
cessary, is toexhibit the state of the case, and 
leave it to the just, and generous, and candid con- 
sideration of your readers. Let the facta then be 
pondered. 

Supposing the principles which ought to regu- 
late the amount of a clergyman’s com ensatiom, 
in any given congregation, to be understood, I 
would urge attention to the single point disclosed 
in the following paragraphs. 

The present high prices of the necessaries of 
life have been gradually established within the 
laat twelve or eighteen months. ‘They are gene- 
rally regarded as settled; or if any change is to 
occur, the common belief is that prices are like- 
lier to rise than to fall; and this is especially 
probable in respect to house-rent, in the ensuing 
season. In this state of the case, the universal, and 
the just impression is, that the only way of relief 
is to make such corresponding advances in the 
price of labour, &c., as will adjust the incomes of 
men to the new and necessary rates of expendi- 
ture. Accordingly, men in business are already 
attending to this matter. Corporations, of: all 
kinds, are increasing the compensation of their 
officers, such as cashiers and clerks, &c.; the 
city council has advanced the pay of the watch- 
men, and perhaps of some others of the persons 
in their employ ; the cartmen have already been 
authorized to add 25 per cent to their former rates, 
(advancing from 25 to 31 1-4 cents,) and are pe- 
litioning for a further increase of 20 per cent on 
the present rate, (31 1-4 to 37 1-2 cents.) I per- 
ceive, also, that some other persons in the employ 
of the common council, such as the-clerks of the 
markets, &c., are doing the same thing. The 
principle, then, is understood every where, that, 
as a dollar will not go as far as it did some years 
ago, the compensation of men must be adjusted 
to the new state of things. | 


In correspondence with this view some of the 
charches in this city have also moved, in the most 
exemplary manner; and as the Apostle Paul has 
recorded the laudable example of the church at 
Philippi, in ministering to his necessities, and 
proclaimed it to other churches,* I see no im- 
propriety, while writing under his appropriate 
signature, in recording the commendable liberali- 
ty, which, I have heard, has recently been evin- 
ced by the Presbyterian church in Duane street, 
and of some others, in enlarging the limited com- 
pensation of their clergymen. But it is proper 
that this movement should be followed, or there 
are no doubt many ministers who will be serious- 
ly embarrassed, if they are required to live on the 
salaries which have been fixed some years back. 
Considering the prices which they must pay, In 
common with other men; the labour required 
from them ; the amount of talent and preparation 
which they bring te their work, and their respon- 
sibilities in it, it is not unreasonable to ask that 
they should not be forgotten, while the labours of 
other inen, who often are exempted from some of 
the peculiar demands on the purse of tbe clergy- 
man, and who require less toilsome and expensive 
preliminary qualifications for their duties, are 
amply, although not anjustly compensated. “ The 
labourer is worthy of his hire ;” and he who com- 
missioned ministers, has ordained that their sup- 
port, (and that, an adequate one,) shall be deri- 
ved from the people whom they serve in the 


| Gospel. 


Ministers are expected to live, not in luxury and 


| splendour, (I am no advocate for such an abuse,) 


but decently and comfortably ; ina manner adapt- 
ed to the convenient and unembarrassed discharge 
of their high office. The respectability, conveni- 
ence, and edification of their congregations, re- 
quire that ministers should be accessible to their 
people; they must use hospitality ; they must be 
examples of charity. Hence they must live in 
convenient neighbourhood to their own people, in 


a comfortable house, properly supplied with fires 


wa ean. go ta -ehareh-or- 


itd servants, for the accommodation of the no- 
merous visiters who call, and the various meet- 
ings to which: they are subjected. They need 
books and facilities for study; and these of 
course require a constant additional expenditure. 
Now, there has been, on an average, an in- 
crease of about 50 per cent on the prices of all 
the most important necessaries of life, within the 
last five years. And of course, in order to meet 
these increased demands, it is very plain arithme- 
tic which teaches that the compensation paid 
some years ago,—fixed in view of the actual 
wants of ministers,—will not suffice for their 
wants now. Ineed not indicate the proportion 
of increase properly required. My readers can 
easily calculate what advance is necessary, in 
order to correspond with the present rates of ex- 
penditure. 
Although it may appear a little too commercial, 
I ig no hesitation, in appending the following 
table. 


Rent, from 25 to 50 per cent. 
Wages 15 30 


Wood 33 
Coal 25 40 

Beef 50

fit preparation?” ‘ Ah, friend,” replied D. B.,

it, or do not believe in it: your answer will not 
do in the mouth of one who professes to believe 
the Bible. You have mentioned a few duties, but 
you have not mentioned Jesus Christ.

RICHARD BAXTER. 


During Baxter’s residence in Coventry, he, in 
company with several of the ejected ministers 
who resided there, commenced preaching in a 
house by the side of a common, not many miles 
from the city.

SNEERING AT RELIGION, 

There is a fashionable sneering at religion ex- 
tant ia this social world, which, though undigni- 
fied and contemptible in itself, is productive of 
much injury to those young and unstable copyists 
of manners, who, too indolent to think for them- 
selves, or incapable of rightly judging im matters 
of propriety, follow in the wake of such as bave 
gained that kind of confidence which makes them 
careless of others, and bold in advancing wron 
opinions. And there are also, some gentlemen o 
the press who let no opportunity pass which 
allows a sneer upon a clergyman, or a firing at 
religion; and who seize with avidity every 
chance to draw conclusiohs unfavourable to those 
who have been called and appointed by Divine 
will to minister in holy things. With many this 
has grown into a habit; and it is thoughtlessly 
indulged in, while the sober reflections of the 
mind, and the conviction of every day’s evidence, 
bring far different conclusions. Many are, there- 
fore, innocent in design of any, attempt to pull 
down the beautiful fabric of religion, or to throw 


contempt on the pure gospel of peace—yet the in- 


tention does not make the consequences of such 
conduct any the less injurious. But there are 
many others who, at heart, desire that the or- 


set aside as inconvenient, and tending too mech 
toward rendering it disreputable to indulge nature 
in ber tendoncies, to allow appetite and passion 
to rule. And it is such as these, mostly, who 
sneer at religion. But there is still another 
class, who, from education or from some strongly 
rooted prejudice, seem to believe that nearly all 
professors of religion, and especially ministers, are 
hypocrites, and imposters. And even if one is 
pointed out to them whose life ts unexception- 
able, they will tell you that he is an enthusiast. 
It would be well for society if the unfounded 
prejudices of such could be made to give way to 
right considerations, and a proper idea of the true 
nature and ground-work of religion. : 


Every individual should reflect that on the re- 
sponsibilities of religion, more than judicial au- 
thority, or executive terrors, depends the stability 
or firmness of all civil and social immanities ; 
and that any and every attempt to sap the foun- 
dations of its superstructare, is mining the na- 
tion’s tower of strength. It matters not of there 
are imposters in the world—this is bat a natural 
consequence of a man’s tendencies to wrong, and 
is a strong argument for endeavouring to build up

SYNOD OF PHILADELPHIA. 


We noticed in our last number the meeting of 
this important body. The names of one hundred 
and fifty or sixty members were enrolled. The 
ordinary business of Synod is not of general inter- 
est to our readers, and therefore we have concluded 


but the more important documents with some oc-_ 
casional remarks. 


THE MISSIONARY QUESTION. 

Our readers are already aware that the refusal 
of the late General Assembly to ratify the contract 
made by a previous Assembly with the Western 

Foreign Misstonary Society, created a deep sensa- 
tion throughout the Church. The refusal was re- 
garded by many as tantamount to a declaration 
that the Presbyterian Church should not become a 
missionary Church, and created, accordingly, a 
powerful re-action. The honour, the evangelical 
character, nay, the very existence of the Church 
were considered as jeoparded by this unhappy de- 


energy, to the rescue. ‘The Board of the Western 
Society, although temporarily embarrassed by this 
unexpected course of the Assembly, were soon con- 
vened, and adopted spirited resolutions expressive 
of their determination not only to proceed, but to 
go onward with additional zeal. Their plans of 
operation were enlarged, and an appeal was made 
to the churches: The hearts of multitudes re- 
sponded to the sentiments and determinations 


forded that the Great Head of the Church was 
about to overrule the hostility of certain men to the 
furtherance of Presbyterian Missions. The ap- 
pointment of the Hon. Walter Lowrie, Secretary 
of the Senate of the United States, as the Corres- 
ponding Secretary of the Board, and the accept- 
ance of that appointment, were regarded as fa- 
vourable omens. Perhaps no one in the Church. 
could have been selected for this station, the influ- 
ence of whose public character, whose piety, whose 
devotion to the cause of Missions, and whose men- 
tal qualifications, could have so soon commanded 
public confidence, and humanly speaking, insured 
the success of the great and Christian enterprise. 
The Synod of Pittsburgh, at their recent sessions, 
powerfully strengthened the cause by the determi- 
nation which they expressed to sustain it by their 
efficient co-uperation. This has now been followed 
The 
committee appointed by Synod to report on the 
Minutes of the General Assembly, brought to the 
notice of Synod the decision of that body in rela- 
tion to the Western Board. The subject was then 
referred to a special committee, with instructions 
to report what course it would be most adviseable 
for the Synod to pursue in relation to the great 
subject of Missions. The report was presented, 
and was, after amendment, adopted, with unex- 
pected unanimity. We here insert the paper, that 
our readers may better understand the circum- 
stances which we are about to narrate. 


The Committee appointed on Foreign Missions 
report—that whereas the Presbyterian Church in 
these United States is, by her Constitution and 
Form of Government a Missionary Society, and 
as such is bound by every consideration of faith- 
falness to the Lord Jesus Christ, and to six 
handred millions of perishing heathen, to aid in 
the great work of supplying the whole world with 
a preached Gospel—and 

Whereas, The last General Assembly refused 
to ratify the solemn contract made with the 
Synod of Pittsburgh by the authority of the prece- 
ding General Assembly, and to perfect an organi- 
zation, which, under the divine blessing, would 
have enlisted the energies, and called into action 
the resources of the great body of the Presbyte- 
rian Chureh in the Missionary cause. 

And whereas this Synod, at its last meeting, 
resolved that if the General Assembly should not, 
at its next I Organize this great interest 
upon such principles as would secure the confi- 
dence and co-operation of our churches, this Syn- 
od its next meeting, in dependence 
upon G ully ente

6. Resolved, That the Stated Clerk be directed 
to transmit a copy of the above resolutions to the 
Corresponding Secretary of the Western Board. 
While this paper was under consideration, Wal- 
ter Lowrie, Exq., the Corresponding Secretary of 
the Western Board arrived, and was introduced to 
Synod. He had travelled night and day from 
Washington, Pa., where the Synod of Pittsburgh 
had been in session, to meet this Synod before its 
adjournment, and had arrived in Philadelphia most 
opportunely. The business was arrested for a 
time, to afford Mr. Lowrie the opportunity of ad- 
dressing Synod. This he did in a style which was 
well calculated to give a new impulse to the feel- 
ings of interest already existing. The considera- 
tion of the paper was then renewed, and while the 
question was pending whether the blank should 
be filled up with twenty-five or thirty thousand 
dojlars, a novel and deeply interesting scene oc- 
curred. The Rev. Henry R. Wilson, Jr., a mem- 


‘ber of Synod, and recently a missionary to the 


Choctaw: nation of Indians, arose, and with mo- 
desty and deep feeling remarked, that he consider- 
ed himself as consecrated to the Lord in soul, in 
body, and in property, and therefore begged per- 
mission to tender to the Western Society through 
the Synod, one thousand dollars, the whole amount 
of his worldly estate! This instance: of renewed 
self consecration by a beloved young brother, who 
had largely participated in the fatigues and dangers 
of a missionary life, and who had recently left the 
field of his labours, and the tvilderness-grave of his 
young and lamented wife, operated with electrical 
effect, and produced deep emotion in the bosom of 
every member of Synod. So peculiar was the 
state of feeling that the ordinary business of Synod 
was suspended by unanimous consent, and an 
interlocutory meeting was agreed to, that a free 
interchange of opinions and feelings might be 
indulged. The interest manifested in the cause 
of Missions, and particularly in the welfare 
of this Society, was universal. Action was 
the watch-word ; and individual and congrega- 
tional pledges were made, under circumstances, 
and accompanied by remarks, which kept in mo- 


_| tion the delightful flow of feeling. This occurred 


on the afternoon of Friday, and in the evening the 
Synod held in the Rev. Dr. McDowell’s Church 
their usual public religious meeting. Addresses 
were delivered by the Rev. Messrs Dickey and 
McKinney, and Walter Lowrie Esq. after which 
the Synod renewed its interlocutory form of meet- 
ing, and the same feeling which had prevailed in 
the afternoon, was renewed with equal intensity. 
Additional pledges were given, all of which mani- 
fested that the spirit of missions of a truth had 
entered into the Synod of Philadelphia. Some of 
the pledges were on a munificent scale. One in- 
cident occurred during the meeting which thrilled 
every heart. Dr. Breckinridge remarked that he 
had been called out of the house by an individual 
known to him, but whose name he was not per- 
mitted to disclose, who had placed in his hands a 
paper which he was about to read. The indi- 
vidual he said was young, intelligent, and of high 
Christian character, and one who had not rashly 
formed the determinations expressed in the note 
which he held in his hand. The note was then 
read, in which the writer expressed his deliberate 
determination to settle his worldly Susiness im- 
mediately—to devote one half of his estate at once 
to the cause of missions—the other half to be ap- 
plied to defray his own expenses in preparation for 
the minictry to dedicate himovlf ap a inissionary 
to the heathen—and to consecrate his three chil- 
dren to God in the same cause! We understood 
Dr. Breckinridge to say that the residue of the 
estate would amount to fifteen thousand dollars! 
We applaud not the individual, but we praise the 
grace of God which impelled him to this blessed 
self consecration. Similar meetings were held on 
Sabbath evening in the Rev. Mr. Boardman’s 
Church, and on Monday evening in the Rev. Dr. 
Cuyler’s Church, with a view to diffuse and per- 
petuate this newly awakened feeling. We much 
doubt whether our city has ever, on any preceding 
religious occasion, witnessed a more noble devo- 
tion to the eause of Christian missions, or has had 
greater cause to bless God for the signs of the 
times. 

The resolution of Synod to raise thirty thousand 
dollars during the present year, for this cause, will 
be more than redeemed—it has been already as we 
believe fully redeemed; and should other Synods 
be similarly awakened, the light of the Gospel 
would soon dawn on many of the benighted and 
desolate places of the earth. The Presbyterian 
Church must and will become a missionary 
Church, and then, and not until then, may she ex- 
pect the benignant smiles of her gracious Head 
and Lord. | 

NARRATIVE OF RELIGION. 

The Synod received from its Presbyteries the 
usual annual reports on the state of religion, from 
which the Committee appointed for the purpose, 
prepared the following narrative. 


«The Committee appointed to prepare a narra- 
tive on the state of religion within the bounds of 
the Synod of Philadelphia reported, and their re- 
port being accepted was adopted, and is as 
follows : 

Within the bounds of the Synod of Philadel- 
phia, there are at present fen Presbyteries, embrac- 
ing 179 Ministers, and 225 Churches. Agreeably 
to the usage of Synod, these Presbyteries respec- 
tively presented their annual reports on the state 
of religion within their bounds, from which the 
following statement is derived. 


Presbytery of Philadelphia.—From this Presby- 
tery the Synod have learned that their Churches 
have not been left during the past year without 
some tokens of the Divine favour. In one of 
these Churches, sixty persons have been ad- 
mitted to the communion of the Church, while in 
other congregations, indications of a pleasing 
kind are afforded, of the awakening influences of 
the Spirit. A commendable liberality has been 
displayed in favour of the benevolent institutions 
of the age, and attention has been paid to the ordi- 
nary means of religious instruction. Particularly 
has it been noticed that the Churches are awaken- 
ing to the long neglected duty of Catechetical in- 
struction. 


2d Presbytery of Philadelphia.—This Presby- 
tery reports that in two of their Churches more 
than an ordinary interest in the concerns of reli- 
gion has been felt, and more than an ordinary 
blessing enjoyed. To one of these Churches 
ninety-six persons have been added during the 
last year, The Lord has preserved their 
Churches generally in peace, and an increased 
attention to the means of grace has been re- 
marked. Catechetical, Sunday School, and Bible 
Class instruction is receiving commendable atten- 
tion, and meetings for prayer are well attended. 
In the cause of Temperance and general benevo- 
lence the Presbytery has also made advances. 

3d. Presbytery of Philadelphia.—This

Presbytery of Northumberland.—Within this 
Presbytery, in addition to the usual attention to 
the means of grace, unusual interest has been 
manifested in the monthly concert for prayer, and 
an unusual liberality in support of the religious 
institations which are purely Presbyterian. The 
Churches in‘ this Presbytery are almost entirely 
unanimous in relation to those subjects which 
excited so much discussion in the 

urch. 


Presbytery of Huntingdon.—There is no ms- 
terial change in the state of religion in this Pres- 
bytery during the past year. A respectful attes- 
tion to the meane of grace is evinced, and a very 
sensible increase of attention to the duty of Cate- 
chetical instruction. 

Presbytery of Baltimore.—This Presbytery, 
while they lament the little success attendant 
upon the use of the means of grace, regard it as 
encouraging, that the Sabbath School cause is in 
some of their congregations unusually prosperous. 
Catechetical instruction is also demanding greater 
attention, and a general attachment to the doc- 
trines and order of the Church, as taught in the 
Confession of Faith, is displayed. The Presby- 
tery has suffered in some of its Churches in being 
deprived of the labours of stated Pastors. 


_ Presbytery of Wilmington.—The Churches have 
enjoyed the stated ministrations of the word and 
ordinances. The ministers during the last year 
have preached on the subjects of the desecration 
of the Sabbath, and of intemperance. The cause 
of Temperance has become more firmly fixed in 
the affections of the people than at any preceding 
time. ‘The Presbytery supports one Foreign 
Missionary. The Churches have not been left 
without evidence of the effectual operations of the 
Holy Spirit. 

Presbytery of Lewes.—This Presbytery which 
occupies the Eastern Shore of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia, and a part of Delaware, reports, that in 
consequence of emigration, the interests of the 
Presbyterian Church in that section of country, 
are gradually declining. 

In addition to the foregoing statements, the 
Synod have learned with regret that within their 
bounds there exist various evils which call for 
the deepest lamentation, and the most strenuous 
efforts for their removal. Among these they 
specify the following: viz. 

1. That the monthly concert for prayer, al- 
though still observed in many of their churches, 
is nevertheless manifestly regarded with dimin- 
ished interest. Why this should be, cannot be 
explained in any other way than on the supposi- 
tion that the zeal of the churches in the cause of 
God has declined. The same spiritual necessi- 
ties of the world which originally suggested the 
appointment of this meeting, still exist in all their 
deplorable force, and until these necessities are 
supplied, the Church can never be excusable in 
ceasing from fervent, united, and importunate 
prayer to God. 

2. Although great efforts have been made to 
discourage the use of ardent spirits, and great and 
happy effects have already resulted, yet the preva- 


lence of intemperance is truly alarwivg, 
threatene mora than avy omer cause perhaps, the 


ultimate ruin of our country. It is the opinion of 
Synod that the churches should more effectually 
turn their attention to the suppression of this vice. 
Not only should every professing Christian ab- 
stain from the use of all intoxicating drinks, but 
their united influence should be employed in dis- 
countenancing their use among the men of the 
world. | 

3. The desecration of the Sabbath is a subject 
on which all the Presbyteries have given the most 
sorrowful reports. This evil, so destructive to 
morals and religion, and so insulting to Jehovah, 
is rapidly increasing. The day of the Lord is de- 
voted to secular business, and sensual pleasure ; 
the improvements in the communication between 
the different parts of our country have been con- 
verted into facilities for the profanation of the 
Sabbath; and even professing Christians have 
been known to bejinvolved in the sin of profaning 
the Sabbath by travelling on that holy day, and 
in deriving income from stock companies which 
countenance and assist the progress of this grow- 
ing evil. For these things it may be expected 
that the Lord will visit our nation: and Church 
with his judgments. 

The Synod, in view of all these things, would 
most affectionately and earnestly exhort the 
churches under their care to awake to a deep 
eenae of their responsibility to God, and unite 
their efferts for the removal of the evils which are 
so prevalent, and which should be deeply deplo- 
red. Christians should be an example to others 
in circumspection of conduct, and in zeal for the 
welfare of a dying world, that they may be pre- 
pared to bring their influence to bear on all around 
in suppressing vice, and in promoting true reli- 
gion. Consistency of Christian character, hum- 
ble dependence on God, and devotion to the cause 
of Christ, if universally prevalent in our Church, 
would soon and certainly effect a great and mar- 
vellous change in the present moral aspect of the 
world. The safety of the world therefore greatly 
depends on the spirit of the Church, and if so, 
should not the Church, under a sense of its ac- 
countability, arouse from its slumber, and having 
first purged out the evils within itself, come forth 
in ite might to the help of the Lord in the con- 
version of the world. 


DESECRATION OF THE SABBATH. 

This subject engaged the attention of Synod, 
and was committed to a Committee, of which the 
venerable Dr. Green was chairman, who brought 
in the following report, which, for its general ex- 
cellence, deserves a serious perusal, and a wide 
circulation. The Synod adopted it by a unani- 
mous vote, and ordered fifty thousand copies, to 
be published in the form of a tract, for general 
distribution. 


The Committee on the Desecration of the Sabbath, 
submit the following Report. | : 
Your committee deem it unnecessary to dwell 
at any length on the mournful fact, that the 
Lord’s day is awfully desecrated in our country, 
and that the evil is increasing with a rapidity

2. ‘The exemplary observance of the Sabbath 
by all the professors of religion. The maxim is 
not more trite than true, that example teaches 
more powerfully than precept. It is not to be 
doubted, that if all the office bearers and other 
professing Christians, male .and female. in the 
Presbyterian Church did, in their families and 
in the whole of their visible conduct and de- 
portment, sanctify the Sabbath, agreeably to the 
true spirit and design of its institution, the in- 
fluence of their edifying walk and _ conversa- 
tion would be most powerful and salutary. 
Even the careless and profane, would be affected 
by it. It would operate as a silent monitor, con- 
stantly addressing their consciences, and rebuk- 
ing them for their transgressions, in a manner 
that might, under the Divine blessing, work 
their reformation. The example here contem- 
plated, must consist both in forbearing what is 
wrong, and in steadfastly doing what is right. 
In both these departments of duty, there 
are many particulars which cannot, at pre- 
sent, be fully specified. But among the things 
to be conscientiously forborne, we mention, all 
travelling on the Lord’s day, without the most 
evident and urgent necessity; all excursions, 
whether by walking or riding, for pleasure, 
amusement, or worldly business; all dining par- 
ties, given to others, or partaken of on invita- 
tions received from them; all visiting or receiv- 
ing of visits, beyond what is manifestly de- 
manded by hospitality or christian courtesy; all 
household occupations, by domestics or heads of 
families, not indispensable to the comfortable 
accommodation of the family; all conversation 
on politics, or on other worldly concerns calcu- 
lated to detach the mind from serious thought, 
or to break in on devout feeling; all partici- 
pation in any gain derived, in whole or in part, 
from the violation of the Sabbath ; and all de- 
mand of labour, in. transgression of the divine in- 
junction, that both man and beast, in ordinary 
circumstances, shall rest one day in seven. 
Among the duties to be performed, in an ex- 
emplary observance of the Sabbath. we enume- 
rate an habitual, seasonable, and devout atten- 
dance on the public worship of God. not only by 
heads of families, but, ¢o far as practicable, by 
all who are under their care; the exercise of au- 
thority (after instruction and persuasion have 
been tried in vain) for restraining children, ap- 
prenticea, and all the inmates of a family, from 
desecrating the Sabbath by sports and amuse- 
ments, at home or abroad, or by visits or occupa- 
tions of whatever kind; the careful and kind in- 
struction of families, by teaching the Catechisms 
of our Church, especially to the younger mem- 
bers of the domestic circle—by sending them 
seasonably and punctually to the Sabbath-school, 
by inquiring of them, at the close of the day, in 
what manner they have spent their time, what 
they have read, and what they can remember of 
the sermons or other addresses which they may 
have heard ; the using, in fine, of the best means 
that can be devised, for impressing their minds 
with the great realities of religion, and for en- 
gaging them, without delay, to regard the salva- 


tion of their souls as * the one thing needful.”

on any day of the week, may properly receive a 
more special attention—be more frequent or more 

rolonged, on the Sabbath than on secular days. 

n place of a farther specification, we repeat the 
summary of duty anda prohibition, given in our 
excellent Shorter Catechism. ‘The Sabbath 
is to be sanctified by a holy resting all that day. 
even from such worldly employments and recrea- 
tions as are lawful on other days, and spending 
the whole time in the public and private exer- 
cises of God’s worship, except so much as is to 
be taken up in the works of necessity and mercy. 
The fourth commandment forbiddeth the omis- 
sion or careless performance of the duties re- 
quired, and the profaning the day by idleness, or 
doing that which is in itself sinful, or by unne- 
cessary thoughts, words, or works, about our 
worldly employments or recreations,” 

3. The discipline of the Church should be 
brought to bear on those professors of religion, 
who are known to be violaters of the sacred rest 
of the Sabbath. This is a duty to which Pres- 
byteries and Sessions are bound to give due at- 
tention. If tranegression, in the matter here 
considered, is known to be habitual, or if a par- 
ticular offence be public and flagrant, it ought to 
be numbered with immoralities of an aggravated 
kind; and the discipline inflicted ought to corres- 
pond, in the measure of its severity, to the cause 
which calls for its exercise. If not habitual or 
flagrant, yet if known to exist, faithful, and bro- 
therly admonition should be administered; and 
if this be received with a proper spirit, further pro- 
cess ought to be staid, unless a repetition of the 
offence demand its renewal. So general has the 
practice become of travelling in steam-boats, 
cars, and stages on the Lord’s day, that what 
was once regarded as scandalous, is, unhappily, 
at present, considered as venial, and even as 
lawful. Ministers of the Gospel, and other office 
bearers of the church, have, in some instances, 
been chargeable -with this profane and perni- 
cious usage. As transgressions by those who are 
bound to be examples to others, are aggravated 
by the character they possess, so the discipline in 
such cases ought to be more exact and severe than 
in any other. 

4. The influence of the public press ought, as 
far as possible, to be enlisted in favour of Sab- 
bath sanctification. The power of the press, es- 
pecially at a time when its issues are so abundant 
and cheap as they are at present, is unspeakably 
great—greater perhaps, in its operation on the 
popular mind, than any other, or than all others 
united. And that this power is too often, 
and to a lamentable extent, exerted against 
religion and good morals, is a fact incapable of 
denial. The publication of tracts, of a cheap and 
popular kind, is said to have been first employed 
by infidels, to disseminate their pestiferous and 
soul-ruining delusions. In Europe, where the 
mischief originated, the weapon which infidels 
had prepared for the destruction of religion, 
was happily wrested from their hands, and em- 
ployed for their discomfiture, and for the defence 
and propagation of moral truth and evangelical 
piety. Impious and immoral publications are, 
alas ! extensively circulated in our country, at the 
present time, and the means for the counteraction 


ought to be assiduously used in our own beloved 
land. We do indeed rejoice, that the publication 
and distribution of religious and moral tracts in 
our country, is coming into general use, and that 
religious newspapers, and periodicals of different 
kinds, are exerting a salutary influence on a con- 
siderabls part of the community. Let those who 
have engaged in these labours of piety and bene- 
volence be patronized and encouraged ; and let 
the secular press also, especially that part of it 
which is now so extensively occupied in the pub- 
lication of newspapers, in our cities, towns, and 
villages, be called to aid in the work of Sabbath-

Through- 
out the United States, Sabbath desecration, In 
every form in which it can be perpetrated, is 
witnessed; and the friends of piety and virtue, 
discouraged by the abounding evil, seem to act 
and think as if nothing was left them, but to 
mourn and weep. This despondence ought to be 
vigorously resisted. Jehovah still reigns; his 
arm is not shortened that it cannot save, nor his 
ear heavy that it cannot hear. And though our 
sins have separated between us and onr God, and 
we are justly left to see and feel the fruits of our 
want of love to his holy truth and ordinances, and 
zeal for their preservation, yet he has not forgot- 
ten his cause or his people. Let them associate 
in every city, town, village, and hamlet of our 
country—however small comparatively may be 
their number, or however despised and ridiculed 
the measures they adopt. Let them call to re- 
membrance, that greater is He that is with them, 
than all on earth orin hell, that can be against them. 
Let them be much engaged in prayer, that their 
covenant God may arise and plead his own cause. 
Let them feel most sensibly, their dependence on 
the divine interposition and blessing, for the suc- 
cess of all their measures and efforts. At the 
same time, let them not do less than if success 
depended on themselves alone. Let prudence, 
gentleness, and meekness, united with unyielding 
firmness and untiring perseverance, mark their 
course. Let their own example, as heretofore re- 


commended, show their conscienciousness , and the 
reasonableness and benevolence of their exertions, 
to restore the honours and observance of God’s 
holy day. Secular men—patriots who love their 
country, and know the powerful and indispensa- 
ble influence of the Sabbath, in preserving 
that morality and that general sense of the in- 
spection of an all-seeing Eye, without which civil 
liberty cannot be preserved, and our free institu- 
tions perpetuated,—such men will come to the 
aid of the professed and avowed friends of evan- 
gelical truth, and of the sacred day whose obser- 
vance is essential to its propagation and preser- 
vation. Let this be done, and reformation will at 
length commence. God will smile on these en- 
deavours, his holy Spirit will be poured out, the 
Sabbath will then be estimated beyond all price, 
true religion will revive, its friends will rejoice, 
its enemies themselves will be converted into 
friends, our inestimable civil and religious privi- 
leges will descend to our posterity, our country 
will become the glory of all Jands—the abode of

RESOLUTIONS ON COLONIZATION. 


1. Resolved, That this Synod view with peculiar 
pleasure the increasing evidence of the beoeficial 
and practical results of African Colonization, in 
preparing the way and sustaining the efforts 
made to extend the Gospel to the millions of be- 
nighted Africa. 

2. Resolved, As the operations of the Young 
Men’s Colonization Society of Pennsylvania, 
have demonstrated the wisdom, practicability, and 
usefulness of the great enterprise of African Co- 
lonization, and as it is the duty of Christians 
generally to aid in every consistent mode, the ef- 
fect of which is to secure the liberty, moral eleva- 
tion, and spiritual improvement of the coloured 
race. ‘That the aforesaid Society be and hereby 
is recommended to the kind regard and liberal 
support of the congregations under the care of 
this Synod. And as an important mean of circu- 
lating information on this subject would also re- 
commend the Colonization Herald to the patron- 
age of their people.

INSTRUCTION TO PRESBYTERIES.

Resolved, That in the opinion of this Synod it is 
disorderly and subversive of the principles of 
Presbyterianism, for congregations to obtain sup- 
plies without express permission from the Presby- 
teries to which they severally belong, and that it 
is the duty of Presbyteries in all cases to appoint 
the supplies of vacant churches, or to observe 
such a Strict supervision over them as to prevent 
the existing evils.

REPORT ON POPERY. 


The Committee to whom was referred the gene- 
ral subject of Popery in our beloved country, and 
its dangerous tendency, with the causes and cure 
of the same, together with the particular plan 
and agency of Mr. Hall, beg leave to recommend 
to the Synod the adoption of the following re- 
solutions, viz: 
1. Resolved, That in the view of this Synod, 
the influence of Popery, owing to the peculiar po- 
sition of our country, and to the present state of 
Papal Europe, is rapidly increasing in our midst. 
2. That said influence wherever it prevails, is 
fatal to civil and religious liberty, and ruinous to 
the souls of men, as the history of Popery abun- 
dantly attests—and therefore at war. with the first 
principles and whole genius of Christian and 
American institutions. 
3. That there ought to be a careful discrimina- 
tion made between the People and the Priest- 
hood of the Church of Rome, in all controversies 
with them—inasmuch as the Priesthood, and 
especially the Jesuits (who are the most corrupt 
and dangerous of all the Papal emisasaries, and 
who abound in the United States), are generally 
corrupt, designing, and oppressive—while the 
people, for the most part are deluded, degraded, 
and oppressed. 
4. ‘That it is the peculiar duty of the ministers 
of our holy religion—at the present erisis to use 
all proper means in their power, to expose and 
correct this enormous evil, and to save the souls 
of its unhappy and deluded eubjects, especially 
the pulpit, the periodical press, and the circula- 
tion of cheap, well-prepared, and sound books on 
the questions in controversy between Protestants 
and Papists; and further, that the plan of opera- 
tion and agency undertaken by Mr. Hall, be and 
it hereby is cordially recommended to the patron- 
age of the pastors and people within our bounds. 
5. That the Standing Committee of Synod on 
Popery, be called on before the rising of this 
body—to report what they have done, and what 
they propose to do, and to be done toward pro- 
moting the great objects for which they were ap- 
pointed. 


REPORT ON THE CASE OF MR. BARNES. 


The committee to whom was referred so much 
of the Minutes of the last General Assembly, as 
relates to the ease of the Rev. Albert Barnes, 
with instructions to report thereon—beg leave 
respectively to recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions—viz: 

1. Resolved, This Synod cannot hesitate to re- 
gard the unqualified decision of the majority of 
the last General Assembly on the Appeal of the 
Rev. Mr. Barnes, as eminently fitted to encourage 
the propagation of dangerous errors, and to level 
to the dust, the proper exercise and influence of 
ecclesiastical discipline—yet they deem it at this 
time unnecessary and inexpedient to express any | 
farther opinions on this point in aédition to those 
heretofore declared by this body. 

2. Hesolved, That the majority of the last 
General Assembly in refusing to pass the Rev. 
Dr. Miller’s resolution,* condemning certain 
errors in Mr. Barnes’ * Notes,” and without in any 
other form bearing its testimony against the said 
book, did give its eanction to the said dangeroua 
errors which it contains,. 

3. Resolved, That this Synod is more and more 
confirmed—by every step taken in thia important 
business—in the conviction that the Rev. Albert 
Barnes ‘*in his Notes on the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans,” has published opinions materially at vari- 
ance with the Word of God, and the Confession 
of Faith of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States ; especially with regard to original sin, the 
relation of man to Adam, and justification by faith 
in the atoning sacrifice of the Redeemer ;—that the 
manner in which he has controverted the language 
and doctrines of our Standards is highly repre- 
hensible, and especially adapted to pervert the 
minds of the rising generation from the simplicity 
of the Gospel plan, and a proper regard for these 
venerable symbols of our precious faith; and that 
the said work in its professedly amended form, 
contains representations which cannot be recon- 
ciled with the letter or spirit of our public formu- 
laries, and the sacred Scriptures ; especially as 
Mr. Barnes has declared that he does not wish it 
to be understood that in his verbal alterations he 
has intended to change a single sentiment. 

4. Hesolved, ‘That all the churches, and congre- 
gations under our care he earnestly warned against 
the introduction of the * Noles on the Romans”’ 
into their families, Sunday Schvols, Bible-classes, 
&c., as highly dangerous, and adapted to mislead 
the minds of our youth—and we hold this caution 
to be the more important as the author has pro- 
fessedly prepared the work with special reference 
to such persons and institutions. 

5. fesolved, ‘That the sound, able, and highly 
seasonable work of the Rev. Dr. Hodge, on the 
Epistle to the Romans, be, and the same hereby 
is, recoinmended tv all the people of our charge, 
as eminently fitted to sustain the Standards of the 
Presbyterian Church, and illustrate the Word of 
God, as well as to confute and expose the errors 
contained in the above named work, and others of 
a kindred character.

It authorizes the officers of H. M. Customs, the officers of 
Iinpost and Excise, the Sheriffs and Magistrates through- 
out the prevince, to board any Ship, vessel or Boat hove- 
ring within three marine miles of our coast, to search and 
examiine her cargo, and if found to be foreign fishering or 
preparing to fish, or to have been fishing within the said 
jurisdiction, the same to be forfeited.” 


Importation of Bread Stuffs—A cargo of some eight or 
ten thousand bushels of wheat has arrived in Georgetown, 
D. C., from Rotterdam. It costs, we understand, de- 
livered in Georgetown, one dollar and twenty-six cents ! 
At that rate, flour could be furnished at on dollars, ora 
lintle less, per barrel. The profit on the importation 
must be immense. Wheat could be brought from the 
Mediterranean at a lower rate. We see by the last 
London accounts that fifty thousand quarters are about 
being shipped to this country.

IMPORTANT FROM FLORIDA. 
(From the Savannah Georgian, Oct. 25.) 


The steam packet Dolphin, Captain Pennoyer, arrived 
here yesterday from St. Augustine, with Major Pierce, 
and other officers of our gallant little army on board. 
By this arrival we have seen an extra, from the St. Au- 
gustine Herald, which furnishes the important intelligence 
which we give below. 

To the Editor of the Florida Herald : 

Sir—As it is desirable to learn the operations of the 
army commanded by Governor Call, you will be pleased 
to publish the following statement, furnished by one who 
was with him. 

On the 28th the Governor passed the Suwannee, at the 
Old Town, with 1250 volunteer Tennesseeans, and 125 
Floridians, all mounted. 

On the Ist of October, he reached Fort Drane, and 
found the fires of the enemy still burning. ‘They had es- 
caped with their women and children by a few hours only, 
and but for the accidental escape of a spy found about 
Wacahouta, who was hotly pursued, but in vain, we

the opposite side, and the ne town, so called, was 
three iniles above us, protected by a deep creek, running 
through a thick swamp hammock, and fordable only at 
very dry seasons. ‘'o this last place a detachment of 
Tennessee volunteers, under Col. Gill, proceeded. 
who returned in the evening, with three killed and seven 
wounded, by a shot from an unseen foe, unable to cross 
the creek from the depth of water. 
The main body continued their march to the river, and 
on reaching the banks, after passing the most villanous 
swamp ever passed on horse-back, found the river flooded 
atly above its banks, and 250 yards over. Whilst 
standing on the edge of the water, and mortified that a 
barrier so unlooked for was thrown in our way, a few 
shots were fired from the other side, and it was with much 
difficulty that the impetuosity of our men could be re- 
strained—the firing was continued oa both sides without 
our seeing ‘the Indians. When the volunteers had been 
recalled, Major Gordon gallantly volunteered, with 200 
of his men. to silence the firing on the opposite side. ‘T'o 
this the commander-in-chief was reluctantly induced to 
rte kone assent, and the gallant band marched to the 
anks, two feet deep in water, and after much ineffectual 
firing, which, our officers observed, was only useful in 
getting rid of aminunition, of which we had too much, 
were recalled at the sound of the bugle, Major Gordon 
being wounded in the breast by a spent ball. 
The army thus foiled by the high water in ther at- 
tempts to cross the river, and end the war at a blow, and 
almost without rations, was directed to Fort Drane and 
Gary’s Ferry. Luckily the main object of the expedition 
was effected, 5 secohon was formed with Cul. Lane, who 
crossed the Withlacoochee at Gaines’ battle ground on 
the——, three miles above our encampment, having been 


governed in his march by the sound of our artillery, as 


we fired daily a signal gun. ‘Thus has ended for a time 
our operations. 

The Charleston Courier of the 26 ult. contains a state- 
ment of the above events, furnished by an officer of the 
leunessee Brigade, then in that city for the purpose,of 
purchasing clothing for the Brigade, at the conclusion of 
which we find the following : 

Col. Lane, commanding the detachment of 
750 friendly Creek warriors, arrived at Tampa Bay, 
fought his way to the Withlacoochee, having had two 
skirmishes with the Seminoles, and burnt their villages— 
was ordered to Fort Drane by Gov. Call, and two hours 
after his arrival there, (about 20th October,) commitied 
Suicide by putting the hilt of his sword on the ground, and 
running the point through the corner of the eye into the 
brain; no cause assigned. Lieut. Colonel Brown wil) 


succeed him.” 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


By the packet ship Independence, Capt. Nye, arrived 
at New York, London papers to Sept. 23d, have been re- 
— ‘They confirm the news of a revolution in Portu- 
al. 

° On the 6th of September a battle was fought in Valin- 
cia, in which the Queen’s troops were defeated with 
heavy loss. We have already published accounts of a 
subsequent batt!e which resulted in favour of the Queen. 
The British government has been compelled to raise 
the interest on the outstanding exchequer bills from 1} to 
2 per diem, or 3 per cent. per annum, to prevent their 
being returned upon the treasury for payment. There 
are from eight to nine millions of these bills in circula- 
tion all of which would have been sent in, as payment of 
taxes, had not this measure been adopted. Thus there is 
a pressure in the money market in England also. 

I'he French Ministry has been completed ; and General 
Bernard, formerly in the service of the United States, has 
heen placed at the head of the War Department in 


France. 


Some disturbance had occurred at Nantes, in conse- 
qnence of the arrest, trial, and condemnation to a short 
imprisonment of a number of combination operatives— 
trades-uvionists. When the prisoners were on their way 
to prison, the populace attacked the gendarmerie with 
stones and other missiles. Several of the soldiers were 
seriously wounded, The mob proceeded su far as to 
commence throwing up barricades, but were ultimately 
dispersed by force. 

The coronation of the Emperor of Austria took place at 
Prague, on the 8th of September. 

The cholera was still prevailing in Hungary, Bohemia, 
and parts of Austria proper. The archbishop of Olmutz 
had fallen a victim to it. It was also prevalent in Aus- 
trian Italy, and had appeared in Bavaria, Naples, and 
even on the rocky frontiers of the Tyrol. 

The German papers say that the Russians have actual- 
ly commenced retiring from Silistria. 

Bosnia.—-By attempting to introduce civilization 
among his subjects in Bosnia, it is said, the Sultan has 
thrown that province into a state of insurrection. The 
Mahomedans of that region have enjoyed peculiar privi- 
leges time immemorial, and they are determiued not to 
yield them without energetic resistance. ‘here had been 
some cutting off of heads. The ivsurrectionisis had 
assembled in arms to the nuinber of 12,000—and were in- 
creasing. The force of the Vizier to oppose them, was 
only 10,000. 

FROM TEXAS. 


The New Orleans Standard says ; ‘“‘ The Texian army 
is incamped on the Lebaca river in 2 brigades of 2200 
men, under Generals Rusk and Green. All the men are 
volunteers from the United States—the Texians having 
retired to their farms, reported to be in high cultivaton 
with good crops. A Texian armed vessel lately crusing 
along the coast of Mexico, without meeting with a Mex- 
ican vessel. ‘he Texians are now equip ng two armed 
vessels at Galveston, the schooner De Ka b, to carry 
‘eighteen guns, and the schoonsr Viper, lately the Passaic 
of New Orleans. The persons engaged in the attempt to 
rescue Santa Anna have been liberated, except Bartholo- 
mew Pages, who was condemned to be hung. 


FROM MEXICO. 


The schooner Creole, Captain Cormier, arrived at 
New Orleans on the 16th ult, from Tampico. The Bul- 
letin and Bee give the following news by the Creole. 
E.very thing of a political nature remains as per last 
advices. A few hundred miserably clad and half-starved 
Mexican soldiers had been ordered from Tampico to Sal- 
tillo, thence to join the Mexican army at Matamoras, to 
operate against the Texians, provided the government 
could raise sufficient funds, by extorting extra rents, 
taxes, &c., froin the people of Tamaulipas to support them 
until they arrived at their place of destination. 


The U.S. schr. of war Dallas, commandant Green, 
was lost on ‘Tampico Bar 23d of September, when endea- 
vouring to pass into the river. All blame is attached to 
the Mexican pilot, who had been on board some time pre- 
vious, and who assured Mr. Green that there was sufficient 
water on the bar to admit the Dallas te pass with safety. 
The officers and crew of the Dallas bad arrived at New 
Orleans on board the Creole, with the armament, sails, 
and rigging. 

The proceedings of the Mexican congress possess con- 
siderable importance, as affecting the commerce of the 
United States. Among cther measures we find the dis- 
cussion upon the project of admitting Spanish vessels in 
the several ports, as proposed by D. Gaudaloupe Victo- 
ria, formerly Vice Pressident.

Not being able to attend the evening sessions of 
the Synod, on account of the state of my health, 
and having understood that on the last evening of 
the Sessions, an improper use of my name was 
made by Rev. George Duffield, relative to a con- 
versation had with him during the sessions of the 
‘last Assembly, I deem it due to the cause of 
truth, to the two brethren alluded to in the con-. 
versation, and due to myself as a slandered man, 
to make an exposition of the whole affair. And 
I am compelled to do this through the medium of 
the press—inasmuch as advantage was taken of 
my absence from the Synod, which rendered it 
impossible to expose the falsehood at the proper 
time and place. 

I am informed that Mr. Duffield stated the 
substance of the conversation alluded to, to be 
this—That I could act and agree with him sub- 
stantially, and that I wished a division of our 
Synod, for the purpose of breaking down the in- 
fluence of Dr. Green, and Mr. McCalla. 

Now, in the firet place, I observe that this is 
wholly false. I never professed agreement with 
Mr. Duffield, either in policy or sentiment, but am, 
and shall, by the grace of God, continue to be, 
opposed to him in both, while he continues to be 
of hie present mind and spirit. What I said of 

‘Dr. Green and Mr. McCalla was this: that they 
and other influential members of Synod were op- 
posed toa division of that body, and that if the 
Assembly took any action on the subject without 
first consulting the Synod, it would arouse their 
opposition more and more, and that their influence 
~ might lead the Synod to adopt measures which 
would be more unacceptable to him (Mr. Duffield) 
than the continuance of the Synod in an undivided 
state. I moreover gave it as my belief that if the 
Assembly would do nothing in the matter, either 
those two gentlemen would agree to a division, 
of that a division would take place notwithstand- 
jag their opposition, for on that, and on some 
other questions of policy, the orthodox part of the 
Synod were not entirely united, and that for ex- 
ample, I was in favour of a division, and would 
use all the influence [ had in effecting such a di- 
vision as I thought ought to be made. Mr. 
Duffield then asked me what division I would 
advocate: I replied—a division which should 
set off the Presbyteries of Carlisle, Northumber- 
Jand, and Huntingdon into one Synod, and 
leave the remaining Presbyteries in another, 
the latter retaining the name of the old Sy- 
nod. Some who acted with Mr. Duffield in 


to retain a majority of Old-school men in both 
Synods. Such a division would uphold, rather 
than break down the influence of the leading men 
“in the Old-school party. So fully satisfied was 
Mr. Duffield of this, that, although he gave me to 
understand he would not oppose such a division, 
he and hie party advocated in the Synod, a divi- 
sion of an opposite character and tendency, such 
an one as would give to the New-school the com- 
plete ascendency in the old Synod. And I may 
. remark by the way, that it was their extreme 
ultra proposition which defeated a division after 
all, and yet they have complained to the General 
Assembly as usual. 

Had I said to Mr. Duffield what he reports me 
to have said, and that too, confidentially as his re- 
marks implied, what am I ard every other gentle- 
man to think of one who would thus betray his 
‘trugt, and divulge to the world a confidential con- 
versation? ‘The social circle shrinks with ab- 
horrence from the intercourse of one on whose 
honour it cannot confidentially rely. Such con- 

. duct is justly reprobated by all honourable men. 
But it is well to discover, even by dear bought 
experience, those who regard not the sacredness 
of confidential intercourse, and whom we cannot 
hereafter admit to it, for a moment. I envy not 
the reputation of the man with whom you cannot 
safely converse, without the presence of a credi- 
ble witness. | 

It may be some object with Mr. Duffield to 
produce alienation between the two brethren 
named and myself, but he mistakes those gentle- 
men if he supposes that the credibility of his 
statement is sufficient to effect it.

After some 
deliberation on the course proper for the Board 
to pursue, in regard to this matter, the following 
minute presented by Matthew L. Bevan, was 
unanimoausly adopted.

jurisdiction, the same to be forfeited.” 


Importation of Bread Stuffs—A cargo of some eight or 
ten thousand bushels of wheat has arrived in Georgetown, 
D. C., from Rotterdam. It costs, we understand, de- 
livered in Georgetown, one dollar and twenty-six cents !

IMPORTANT FROM FLORIDA. 
(From the Savannah Georgian, Oct. 25.) 


The steam packet Dolphin, Captain Pennoyer, arrived 
here yesterday from St, Augustine, with Major Pierce, 
and other officers of our gallant little army on board. 
By this arrival we have seen an extra, from the St. Au- 
gustine Herald, which furnishes the important intelligence 
which we give below. 

To the Editor of the Florida Herald : 

Sir—As it is desirable to learn the operations of the 
army commanded by Governor Call, you will be pleased 
to publish the following statement, furnished by one who 
was with him. 

On the 28th the Governor passed the Suwannee, at the 
Old Town, with 1250 volunteer Tennesseeans, and 125 
Floridians, all mounted. 

On the Ist of October, he reached Fort Drane, and 
found the fires of the enemy still burning. ‘They had es- 
caped with their women and children by a few hours only, 
and but for the accidental escape of a spy found about 
Wacahouta, who was hotly pursued, but in vain, we 
should have surprised, and perhaps destroyed this whole 
| gang of Micasuckies, with Powell at their bead. As it 
was, four of their number were run down and killed. 

The army remained encumped at Fort Drane untila

Whilst 
standing on the edge of the water, and mortified that a 
barrier so unlooked for was thrown in our way, a few 
shots were fired from the other side, and it was with much 
difficulty that the impetuosity of our men could be re- 
strained—the firing was Continued oa both sides without 
our seeing ‘the Indians. When the volunteers had been 
recalled, Major Gordon gallantly volunteered, with 200 
of his men. to silence the firing on the opposite side. ‘I'o 
this the c der-in-chief was reluctantly induced to 
ss assent, and the gallant band marched to the 

anks, two feet deep in water, and after much ineffectual 
firing, which, our officers observed, was only useful in 
getting rid of aminunition, of which we had too much, 
were recalled at the sound of the bugle, Major Gordon 
being wounded in the breast by a spent ball. 

Ihe army thus foiled by the high water in ther at- 
tempts to cross the river, and end the war at a blow, and 
almost without rations, was directed to Fort Drane and 
Gary’s Ferry. Luckily the main object of the expedition 
was effected, —— was formed with Cul: Lane, who 
crossed the Withlacoochee at Gaines’ battle ground on 
the——, three miles above our encampment, having been 
governed in his march by the sound of our artillery, as 
we fired daily a signal gun. ‘Thus has ended for a time 
our operations. 

The Charleston Courier of the 26 ult. contains a state- 


ment of the above events, furnished by an officer of the 
Teunessee Brigade, then in that city for the purpose,of 
purchasing clothing for the Brigade, at the conclusion of 
which we find the following : 

“Lieut. Col. Lane, commanding the detachment of 
750 friendly Creek warriors, arrived at Tampa Bay, 
fought his way to the Withlacoochee, having had two 
skirmishes with the Seminoles, and burnt their villages— 
was ordered to Fort Drane by Gov. Call, and two hours 
after his arrival there, (about 20th October,) commitied 
Suicide by putting the hilt of his sword on the ground, and 
running the point through the corner of the eye into the 
brain; no cause assigned. Lieut. Colouel Brown will 
succeed him.” 


FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE.

On the 6th of September a battle was fought in Valin- 
cia, in which the Queen’s troops were defeated with 
heavy loss. e have already published accounts of a 
subsequent batt'e which resulted in favour of the Queen. 
The British government has been compelled to raise 
the interest on the outstanding exchequer bills from 1} to | 
2d per diem, or 3 per cent. per annum, to prevent their 
being returned upon the treasury for payment. There 
are from eight to nine millions of these bills in circula- 
tion all of which would have been sent in, as payment of 
taxes, had not this measure been adopted. Thus there is 
a pressure in the money market in England also. 

rhe French Ministry has been completed ; and General 
Bernard, formerly in the service of the United States, has 
been placed at the head of the War Department in 
France. 
Some disturbance had occurred at Nantes, in conse- 
qnence of the arrest, trial, and condemnation to a short 
imprisonment of a number of combination operatives— 
trades-uvionists.

The New Orleans Standard says ; ‘‘ The Texian army 
is incamped on the Lebaca river in 2 brigades of 2200 
men, under Generals Rusk and Green. All the men are 
volunteers from the United States—the Texians having 
retired to their farms, reported to be iv high cultivaton 
with crops. A Texian armed vessel lately crusing 
along the coast of Mexico, without meeting with a Mex- 
ican vessel. ‘he Texians are now equipping two armed 
vessels at Galveston, the schooner De Kalb, to carry 
‘eighteen guns, and the schoonsr Viper, lately the Passaic 
of New Orleans. The persons engaged in the attempt to 
rescue Santa Anna have been liberated, except Bartholo- 
mew Pages, who was condemned to be hung. 


FROM MEXICO. 


The schooner Creole, Captain Cormier, arrived at 
New Orleans on the 16th ult., from Tampico. The Bul- 
letin and Bee give the following news by the Creole. 

Every thing of a political nature remains as per last 
advices. A few hundred miserably clad and half-starved 
Mexican soldiers had been ordered from Tampico to Sal- 
illo, thence to join the Mexican army at Matamoras, to 
operate against the Texians, provided the government 
could raise sufficient funds, by extorting extra rents, 
taxes, &c., from the people of Tamaulipas to support them 
until they arrived at their place of destmation. 


The U.S. schr. of war Dallas, commandant Green, 
was lost on Tampico Bar 23d of September, when endea- 
vouring to pass into the river. All blame is attached to 
the Mexican pilot, who had been on board some time pre- 
vious, and who assured Mr. Green that there was sufficient 
water on the bar to admit the Dallas te pass with safety. 
The officers and crew of the Dallas had arrived at New 
Orleans on board the Creole, with the armament, sails, 
aud rigging. 

The proceedings of the Mexican congress possess con- 
siderable importance, as affecting the commerce of the 
United States. Among cther measures we find the dis- 
cussion upon the project of admitting Spanish vessels in 
the several ports, as proposed by D. Gaudaloupe Victo- 
ria, formerly Vice Pressident.
